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Emigration To. 
Ethiopia And \ 
Brazil Sought

BUCHAREST — Hundreds of 
Jews throughout the country were 
reported to be applying for per- 
mits to emigrate to Ethiopia and 
elsewhere to escape the anti-Sem- 
itic program of Premier Octavian 
Goga’s Nationalist cabinet. 

Committees of Jews also visited 
Mexican, Brazilian, French and 
British consulates to ask about 
possibilities of mass migrations to 
Mexico, Brazil, Madagascar and 
Australia. The Finance Ministry 
forbids Jews leaving the country 
to take any money. 

Six hundred Jewish families in 
the province of Bessarabia applied 
to the Italian consulate at Galatz 
for permits to go to Italy’s Afri- 
can empire, the newspaper Capitala 
reported, while similar applica- 
tions were being made at Italian 
consulates in other parts of Rum- 
ania. Italian consuls are await- 
ing instructions from Rome _ be- 
fore issuing the visas, the report 
said. Many of the applicants are 
physicians, engineers and attorn- 
eys, it was stated. 

The Labor Ministry suspended 
execution of the decree forbidding 
Jews to employ. Christians under 
45 years of age as maids, in order 
to prevent unemployment during 
the Winter, but the Government 
announced new anti-Semitic mea- 
sures, 

The official Tara Noastra an- 
nounced that Jews employed in the 
Rumanian diplomatic service will 
be dismissed. The only three Jews 
so employed are the commercial at- 
taches Helphant in Portugal, Puru 
in Rome and Bureovich in Syria 
and Palestine. 

The Ministry of Religions decid- 
ed to withdraw residential permits 
of all rabbis who are not Ruman- 
ian citizens. About thirty are af- 
fected. 

The immigration committees of 
the Labor Ministry announced 
withdrawal of residential permits 
from foreign citizens whose firms 
registered in Rumania after Jan. 1, 
1930. The only exceptions to be 
made will be in the case of foreign- 
hers whose activities are deemed 
to be in the interest of the State. 

Jews have been barred from ob- 
taining foreign currency for travel 
abroad, except for business pur- 
peses, Tara Noastra announced. 

Justice Minister Radulescu-Meh- 
edinti, in a statement on revision 
of citizenships, declared there was 
no cause for anxiety on the part 
of Jews whose residence in Rum- 
ania dated before the War. Jews 
in that category, he said, are pro- 
tected by international treaties and 
by Rumanian law.

The Haifa military court, sitting 
in Nablus, condemned Mumjak 
Hamdan for firing at troops of the 
Manchester regiment in an encoun- 
ter with a band near Tulkarem on 
Dec. 16 in which thirteen terror- 
ists were killed and Mumjak was 
wounded. 

A court here sentenced Hussein 
el Ghut for firing on police and for 
possession of ammunition. El Ghut 
is believed by the authorities to be 
a member of the band which murd- 
ered J. L. Starkey, noted British 
archaeologist near Hebron on Jan. 
10. Achmed Taha, was sentenced 
for possession of a rifle stolen 
from the Daharia police station.

“If Jews have in the future pro- 
posals to submit to the Australian 
Government, it is essential not to 
indulge in publicity until after the 
Government has considered the pro- 
posals,” the official told the Jew- 
ish Telegraphic Agency. “Other- 
wise, there is danger of prejudg- 
ing the issues although the details 
are unknown.” 


The statement was made after 
great prominence had been given 


of thousands of Jews in the Kim- 
berley region, outlined in a London 
newspaper by Steinberg, secretary 
of the Freiland League for Jew- 
ish colonization, and cabled to Aus- 
tralia by London and Australian 
news agencies. 

Steinberg, in an interview with 
Reynolds News, leftist London 
newspaper, made the highly opti- 
mistic forecast that over 135,000 
square miles of Australia’s unused 
territory could be peopled by a 
thriving community. He advocated 
mass colonization of hundreds of 
thousands of Jews in Kimberley. 

The interview created a storm 
in the Australian daily press, 
which received the proposals un- 
sympathetically, and almost with 
derision. Australian Jewish auth- 
orities deplored the probabality of 
deluding the European Jewish mas- 
ses with non-existent prospects, 
since, apart from the antagonism 
already created, loca] experts re- 
gard large-scale Jewish settlement 
in the northwest as impracticable.

pendence could be establied by the new husband. 

Admittedly this practice had its drawbacks, 
especially in contrast with the modern belief that 
young couples place an extra burden upon happy 
marriage when they live with the in-laws. But 
the more important considerations, such as the 
social and moral health of the young, made the 
Jewish custom successful and practicable. 


The American Jewish Committee Decides That The U.S. Should Protest 


HE annual meeting of The American Jewish 
T Committee in New York a week ago may be 
recorded as marking a turning point in the his- 
tory of United States Jewry. 


Although the press seized upon The Commit- 
tee’s proposal rejecting Palestine partition, it 
seems to this paper that an even more vital de- 
cision was carried in the annual message of Dr. 
Cyrus Adler. The measure, for the historical 
viewpoint, was accepted by the Committee with 
all its implications. That part of the message 
which definitely indicates a change in the atti- 
tude of the Committee in respect to its connec- 
tion with Jews of the world, and the position of 
the Jews of the United States in connection with 
the Jews of the world, cannot be interpreted other 
than a radical departure from previous Commit- 
tee policy. 

The vital portion of Dr. Adler’s speech read: 

“T think all of us fully appreciate that 
in the light of the highly inflammable char- 
acter of present-day international relation- 
ships which the slightest spark may ex- 
plode, our government, like other demo- 
cratic governments, is exercising a policy 
of extreme caution with respect to inter- 
national comity even though we know that 
the anti-Jewish practices in certain Euro- 
pean countries are profoundly obnoxious 
to our government, and that up to the point 
of public representations our government 
has not hesitated to impress this upon the 
authorities of those countries. Though we 
recognize the necessity and propriety of 
subordinating our special interests as Jews 
to the welfare of the country as a whole, 
I wonder whether, in the final analysis, 


the changed policies of our government 

since the World War will not weaken the 

influence of America in the councils of na- 
tions and at the same time encourage the 
aggressive nations in their ruthless efforts. 

The courageous utterances and policies of 

our government in the country’s earlier 

days, when we were less powerful than we 
are today, evoked the respect and atten- 
tion of the world.” 

Committee policy heretofore has sought Amer- 
ican intervention through quiet messages through 
the State Department to foreign governments in 
whose lands Jews were persecuted. Because it 
had the ear of the government at Washington, 
this policy gradually replaced the “Hay-protest” 
policy, and the United States officially has not 
since 1903 taken to task any foreign nation be- 
cause of its attack upon Jews, 

But now The Committee, although by devious 

logic, has come upon the decision that “the cour- 
ageous utterances and policies of our govern- 
ment in the country’s earlier days” is desirable 
and must be sought by the Jews of the United 
States. 
That this new policy is the policy of The 
American Jewish ‘Congress redounds all the more 
to the credit of The Committee, which despite 
the obvious imitation, has the courage to admit, 
tacitly albeit, that the Congress’ stand taken 
when first Hitler rose to power, was right. 

The Committee, in its new viewpoint, prob- 
ably will be unable to shake the present admin- 
istration’s tendency to stay out of foreign situa- 
tions. Yet the Committee’s stand will give a 
unanimity to the policy of U. S. Jewry at Wash- 
ington and serve, in a much more fruitful way, 
to bring about unity in U. S. Jewry. 


Comments On Current Topics 


Isaac Goldberg Dicusses The Jewish Inclina- 
tion To Name All Great Men Jews.—I see that 
Maurice Ravel, the gifted French composer, has 
been buried as a Jew—that is, by the Jewish 
newspapers. 

I had a fleeting encounter with the gentleman 
when he was in Boston, some ten years ago. 
Naturally, I did not ask him what his faith or 
background was. I had come to hear his music. 
It was a music worth hearing, even when, as in 
the case of “Bolero,” it was a pot-bolero. The 
quetion of his racial identity did come up, how- 
ever, and Ravel told a group of friends that he 
was not Jewish. It reminded me of another meet- 
ing I had had, this time with Rudolf Frim] the 
elder, composer of “The Firefly” and a number 
of other musica] comedy hits. Friml had been 
listed in a book dealing with Jewish composers; 
so, for that matter, had Ravel. During our talk, 
I happened to bring the matter up, not in racial 
pride but out of a scientific respect for the truth. 
Friml was frank. “I have every admiration for 
the Jews,” he said. “But I happen to be a Roman 
Catholic.” 

* * * 

Rabbi Philip S. Bernstein, Of Rochester, N. 
Y., Describes Change Of Attitude Of Germans 
Resulting In Better Treatment For Jews There.— 
When I visited Germany in 1933, I found the 
Jews had no reason to feel confidence in or grate- 
ful toward any of their gentile neighbors. For 
all lived in terror and insecurity. No Jew knew 
when his trusted colleague, employer, worker, 
friend, would turn against him out of greed or 
hate or Nazi pressure. 

In 1937, I found an entirely different situa- 
tion. I met a rabbi who told me that he could 
walk without fear of molestation anywhere in 
Berlin. This was something, he added, which 
Hitler could not do. I spoke with another rabbi 
who told me how his Aryan grocer insisted on 


providing him with butter during periods when 
none was available even to Nazi officials. 

I me a woman physician who, denied the right 
to continue her practice in Frankfurt, had opened 
an office on her brother’s farm in Northern Ger- 
many. She was now enjoying a thriving prac- 
tice, even though she admitted that many of her 
patients would come to her office only in the 
darkness of night. 

I spoke with Jews who told of friendships with 
non-Jews recently re-established. Many spoke 
of acts of kindness and friendliness performed 
toward them by the rank and file of the German 
people. Apparently the Nazis have not succeeded 
in destroying everything that was decent in the 
character of the German people. ‘

Again, in 1902, in a note to the powers 
who were signatories of the Treaty of Berlin, 
under which Rumania was established and in 
which she agreed to emancipate her Jewish pop- 
ulation, Secretary of State John Hay protested 
against the persecution of this population in vio- 
lation of that treaty. ;

Issue In Holy Land

JERUSALEM—“Votes for wo- 
men” is again an issue in Jerus- 
alem. 

As in the heyday of Sylvia 
Pankhurst in London the question 
of the franchise for the feminine 
half of the populace is arousing 
passions which have led to the po- 
lice station. But in the Holy City 
at present it is not the advocates, 
but the opponents of women’s bal- 
loting who are demonstrating ang- 
ily. 

The occasion for the revival of 
this question was the recent cam- 
paign for elections to the Jewish 
Community Council. The prospect 
of women exercising, for the first 
time in a local election, the fran- 
chise granted to them in 1935, rais- 
ed a storm among a large segment 
of the orthodox Jews in the city, 

Most of the polling places are 
located in synagogues, which are 
being used as centers for distribu- 
tion of registration cards. Men 
and women mingle in the temples 
on registration days and will go 
to the polls together. 

Pious adherents of the Agudath 
Israel, non-Zionist orthodox organ- 
ization, regard this with indigna- 
tion. They hold it is a violation 
of the religious ban separating men 
and women in synagogues. Feel- 
ing reached such a pitch that it led 
to a fracas in a synagogue in the 
Zichron Moshe quarter, inhabited 
largely by orthodox Jews. 

A party of young men, wearing 
the ankle-length coats, hard round 
black hats and four-inch curled 
sidelocks of the most religious 
Jews, descended wrathfully on the 
polling place in the synagogue, 
where distribution of the registra- 
tion cards was taking place, and 
demanded that the desecration 
cease. There was a brawl, several 
hundred registration cards were 
torn up, and furniture was over 
turned and smashed. 

Amram Blau, brother of Rabbi 
Moshe Blau, president of the 
Agudath Israel, was taken into 
custody by police. He was quickly 
released on bail. The Agudath org- 
anization promptly repudiated any 
violent tactics. Rabbi Porush, sec 
retary of the organization, told the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency: “In 
our community, as in all others, 
there are a few wild men who do 
things against the peace, not sane 
tioned by the organization.” 

Rabbi Porush declared that al- 
though the Agudists do not par 
ticipate in the Jerusalem Commun- 
ity—they maintain a community of 
their own with its own social ser 
vices—ther organization had no Ir 
tenton of interfering with the elet 
tion. It does maintain, he said, 
that the Jerusalem Community has 
no right to use the synagogue, ob- 
jecting particularly to the presence 
of women. 





Roosevelt Regrets 
Persecution Of Jews

Near Scouted

JERUSALEM—At the moment, 
Palestine is buzzing with rumors 
of negotiations among the Jewish 
Agency, the Arab nationalist lead- 
ers, and the British administration. 

The Jewish Agency, the Arab 
nationalist leaders and the British 
administration are busy denying 
the rumors, but the denials are 
losing ground because the circum- 
stantial stories of negotiations crop 
up out of somewhere faster than 
the denyers can get around to 
them. 

In six minutes’ tea-drinking at 
the Vienna Cafe, chief Jerusalem 
hangout of the intelligentsia and 
newspaper-men, you can get six 
absolutely positive rumors, com- 
plete with name of negotiators and 
the street address of the small 
smoke-filled tent in the Sinai des- 
ert or the hotel room in Paris 
where they are negotiating. 

For that matter, you can do 
pretty wel] in the rumor collecting 
line by just walking’ down Jaffa 
Road. And you can get a really 
fancy rumor, all dressed up with 
facts, statistics, and including 
everything except a signed copy 
of the agreement between the Jews 
and Arabs with a big red seal on 
it, for the price of the newspaper 
Falastin, which is one-half a pias- 
tre, or two-and-a-half-cents in 
American language. 

The manufacture and export of 
rumors is, however, the major in- 
dustry of Palestine, exceeding the 
production of oranges by several 
million tons annually, The point 
of this survey of the current crop 
is that during a weak moment it 
occurred to your correspondent to 
speculate “What if they were 
true? Suppose Dr. Chaim Weiz- 
mann and Haj Amin el Husseini 
got together in a mellow mood and 
somehow settled all the trouble?”

Chicago Ban 
Lifted; Nazi 
Scenes Vivid

CHICAGO—Police Commissioner 
Allman last week overruled the 
Chicago Police Board of “Censors 
and released the March of Time 
film, “Inside Nazi Germany— 
1938,” thus obviating threatened 
court action to make possible its 
scheduled release next day. 

J. ©. Osserman, local manager 
of the R. K. O. Distributing Co., 
the distributor of March of Time 
here, had been preparing to seek an 
injunction in Federal Court to pre- 
vent the police from interfering 
with the exhibition of the news- 
reel, which depicts conditions in 
Germany and world-wide propa- 
ganda methods. 

With Mayor Edward J. Kelly ab- 
sent from the city, it as first ap- 
peared that no one at City Hall 
wished to take the responsibility 
for ordering reconsideration of the | 
ban placed by the Police Board of | 
Censors. It was reported that the | 
censorship followed a protest by | 
the German Consul, who is under- | 
Stood to have said he would be 
fired if Hitler saw the film. 

For undisclosed reasons, War- 
ner Brothers last week withdrew 
the picture from its 300 theatres 
“for the present.” Joseph Barn- 
hard, “ead of Warner Brothers’ 
theatre division, announced. Re- 
ports from Washington and Phila- 
delphia confirmed that the release 
had been withdrawn in these cities. 

The Warner Brothers action was 
not to affect seriously the distri- | 
bution of the film, since it was stat- 
ed at March of Time offices that 
the newsreels were released in 8,- 
200 theatres throughout the coun- 
try, including R. K. O., Fox and 
other circuits. 

Julien Bryan, the photographer 
who “shot” the decumentary film 





in Germany for March of Time, | 
lectured in Columbia University’s | 


MacMillan Theatre in New York. 
He exhibited two reels of uncut 


film, showing the “ghetto benches” | 


in a Berlin park, scenes in a pri- 
vate Jewish school and war games 
of the Nuremberg Nazi congress. 

Critics and leaders of liberal 
groups, including Norman Thomas, 


were strongly impressed by a pre- | 
view showing of the films which | 


portrays strikingly such aspects of 
German life as persecution of Jews 
and Church world-wide Nazi prop- 
aganda methods, forced labor re- 
stricted diet and intensive prepara- 
tions for war. 

Prior to showing of the picture, 
scenes of which are said to have 
been smuggled out of Germany, 
Louis de Rochement, producer, 
announced attempts by the German 
Consulate General here to have al- 
legedly inaccurate sequences elim- 
inated were rebuffed. Mr. de Roch- 
ement charged the consulate with 
attemnting to impose upon March 
cx Time the “invisible censorship 
with which every United States 
motion picture producer is famil- 
iar,” that of having protested films 
banned in all countries which have 
friendly trade agreements with the 
protesting country. 

Fritz Kuhn, chief of the Ger-
